I N D IA N TRADITION OF FALL OF 
(FREAT NATURAL BB!DOE. 


Terrible Battle Between Ncunt Hood j 
and Mount Adam* B r o u g h t De­ 
struction to “ Bridge of 
the God*." 


The cascades in the Columbia river 
arar the Dalles are a very interesting 
subject for the geologist and scientist 
At this point about 10.000.000 
cubic ■ 
feet of water pass each second of time 
during high water and about 4.000.- 


000 cubic feet of water at low water 
»tage in the rivtr. 
The water rushes 
and 
dashes 
over 
great 
rocks 
and 
through crevices and 
forms 
many 
waterfalls and deep, swirling pools. 
From the topography of the adjacent 
country the scientist judges that at 
one time there was here cither u won­ 
derful waterfall or. us Indian legend 
has it, an immense natural 
bridge. 
Let us follow out the Indian tradi­ 
tion about th* j acc, says Wilhelmn's 
Magazine. 
Indian lore has it that at this point 
there was n natural bridge across the 
Colombia and that beneath this im­ 
mense natural 
archway flower 
the 
rolling liver and that the rodmen nav­ 
igated this water way in their ca* 
Bt*« 
This bridge w as covered with 
pines and firs and a trail passed over 
it loading 1rom hank to bank. 
The 
name of this trail wac in the indian 
language “Tomanowas,” which 
n eans 
“bridge of th* gods." 
As the I rn Sans 
have no written language, this hittory 
has been handed down by wort 
of 
mouth from one generation to ano her 
for hundreds and hundreds of years 
‘ until the present day. 
An o ld Indian who o n c e lived I l i o n 
the hanks of the Columbia relates that 
when he was a very young 
boy 
hts 
grandfather called him to a secluded 
spot o n e d a y and in a most impress’vc 
m a n n e r told him the legend of the 
[cascad es. 
Raid this aged Indian: 
“My grandfather's father said that 
when he was a little boy there was a 
bridge across the river one sleep from 
Klickitat 
(an Indian 
village 
near 
where the Dalles is now* and that he 
sat upon the rocks 200 feet above the 
present riv* r and fished in still water 
— th* fish there were plenty.” 
The 
Klickitat 
Indians 
have the 
story among the 
legends of 
their 
t r i b e that at one time there was a 
bridge aerose 
the 
Columbia. 
An 
aged Klickitat once said and main­ 
tained with all gravity: 
“My grand­ 
f a t h e r ' s mother paddled a canoe under 
t h a t bridge: it war dark for a very 
l o n g time; she had a little l j v with 
her who was much frightened; 
this 
b o y when he grew up often told of that 
g r e a t , long. dark, very nark way far 
t i n d e r the ground.” 
Other Indians tell the story that at 
one time many moons ago the great 
mountains now called 
Mount 
Hood 
and Mount Adams made 
a terrible 
battle and fought desperately—so des­ 
perately that 
the 
earth 
shook 
and 
trembled—and in the fight that the 
mountains were set afire and a great 
lake which 
lay 
in the 
depression 
above the bridge was drained: 
that 
the bridge was torn down and the en­ 
tire character of the country changed. 
This immense battle no doubt was 
an earthquake and the fire to the In­ 
dians’ mind 
was volcanic action of 
these two mountains 
wherein 
vast 
quantities of molten lava were spewed 
out and destroyed the forests 
011)00 
the bridge with its forest of trees was 
destroyed and th** bank* of the river 
caved in. which accounts for the manv 
dead tree trunks which strew the river 
bed from the little town 
of 
Mosier. 
Ore., lo the Cascade Locks, which, al­ 
though submerged, still stand as it 
were like gravestones truing the tale 
of a dead and forgotten past. 
The two mountains, which are the 
pride of the legion, ate cf volcanic 
origin. 
The broken mountain range 
upon each side of the river 
shows 
plainly that such a condition could 
have and must have existed at one 
tim e. 
The 
detached 
rocks 
broken 
from the precipitous banks and the 
canyon sides upon each side of the 
river hear out this theory. 
The old 
water line marked plainly upon the 
rocky 
sides of the precipitous banks 
tell the story of water levels above 
that of the present 
day. 
A 
bridge 
across the Columbia of earth, 
rock 
and trees did at one time exist. 
The 
tim e of its existence, however, is about 
as possible of determination as the 
date of the garden of Eden. 
Very like­ 
ly 5,000 or 6.000 years have elapsed 
since men crossed 
over upon 
that 
natural bridge and as many since it 
fell In ruins to make an impassible 
barrier for navigation, but it did sure­ 
ly exist and the locality of its exist­ 
ence is an interesting and delightful 
place to visit.

a single seven-inch shell of concrete, 
which extends skyward until the vast 
height of 350 feet is reached. 
This chimney, many 
feet 
higher 
than our modern city sky scrapers, is 
therefore composed of but 14 inches of 
concrete at the base 
and 
half 
that 
amount for the upper 250 feet. 
It is 
not of plain concrete, but is reenforced 
both horizontally and vertically with 
a number of small steel rods. which 
were held in place until the con ret- 
had been deposited around them, mak­

Unlike the evolutionary fad theory, of which it was largely the out** 
come. it has encountered not only one but man * "missing link - ” in 
the chain of p ro o f which its advocates h a f t attem pted to forge to 
prove its infallible correctness. 
All of the strictly evangelical branches 
of the Christian church, constituting nearly all of that great i* ly u us 
bode, arc pledged both in ministry and m em bership to discountanan* e 
and oppose manx of the teachings and logical conclusions of tin so­ 
called "IU ., theology," which in turn 1 
the child of the evoluti* nary 
criticism of the Billie. 
Many theological educators and ministers who have apparently 
becom e fascinated bx the seeming novelty of the "new teaching*- —J 
which, av a matter of fac‘. largely merely represent a renaissance of 
the peculiar beliefs and unbeliefs of the deists of the eighteenth < < n- 
tu ry — in their new-born scholastic enthusiasm advocate th ose teach­ 
ings on all possible occasions without regard to their previously as-/ 
sinned obligations to do otherwise. 
While certain ministers, theo­ 
logical professors, students and laymen hold to and actively 
apport 
the "new theology," yet the great mass of evangelical church m e m ­ 
bers aud ministers remain loxal to the declared faith of the cvaiig* a .d ▼ 


c h u r c h e s . 
There is, seemingly, but one honorable course for those 
who hold to the "new theological views" to p u rs u e ; namely, t<* public­ 
ly confess their change of theological views, resign their memberships 
and ministries, and organize new chinches and seminaries where they 
m a x hororahlv hold to and present their v iews.
